SUMMARY OF BILL: Requires an agent of the Department of Agriculture (DOA) to
remove a food, drug, device, or cosmetic tag or marking on a detained or embargoed article if
such agent fails to petition for an order of condemnation within 10 business days of such
detainer or embargo, rather than within 15 days.
